DESCRIPTION OF PICTURES ACQUIRED DURING THE YEAR. 



1. Jacopo Palma, II Vecchio (1480?-1528). Venetian School. 

The Virgin seated, looking towards St. Joseph behind her. On her lap stands the Infant who leans 
over to the little St. J ohn. Landscape background. 

Purchased from Mr. A. H. Buttery, London. 

Numbered 580, and hung in Italian Gallery. 

2. Adrian Keij. (16th Century). Flemish School. 

Portrait of a Man ; head, three quarters to the left ; red hair, beard and moustache. 

Purchased in London.

3. Robert Home— ascribed to. (18th Century). British School, 

. Portrait of Miss Frances Barnett Woollery, afterwards Mrs. Cottingham, actress. Appeared on the 
. . sta S e in 1784; was in Dublin in 1785 — and retired, on her marriage, in 1788. Died 1810. 

A nearly full length portrait; seated, her head leaning on her right hand. Dressed in gown 
of gold brocade and muslin. Signed and dated R.H. 1787.

Numbered 581, and hung in No. XI. Gallery. 

4. Thomas Clement Thompson, R.H.A. (1780-1858). British School. 

Portrait of Himself. Half length, with palette in hand, seated before a portrait of George IV. 
Purchased in Dublin.

5. Hugh Douglas Hamilton (1734-1809). British School. 

Portrait of Lord Kilwarden. Half length in oval. The original of the engraving by Bartolozzi.

6. William Ashford, P.R.H.A. (1746-1824). British School.
